, • Four states where the polls close 
.early could provide the answer. 

. The winner could be known early 
if Republican George Bush is mak- 
ing a strong showing. 

But if Democrat Michael Dukakis 
is doing well, it could be a long night 
iwith the result hanging on returns 
from the West Coast. 

The four states cited by election 
analyst- William -Schneider of' the 
American Enterprise Institute arc - 
Connecticut, Kentucky, Ohio and 
Vermont. 

"If Dukakis wins Vermont and 
Connecticut, it's good news for the 
Democrats,” said Schneider. "Keep 
tuned. If Dukakis wins Kentucky and 
Ohio, it's very good news for the 
Democrats." 

* On the other hand, he said, "If 
Bush wins all of those states, it ought 
to be a good night for him." 

Dukakis campaign spokesman 
’~LeSic Uach 8aidr’'We'll be looking ' 
dearly at places like Vermont and 
Connecticut. ... We'd like to win, ' 
which we think would be a strong 
signal for US." 

He also cited the big Midwest in- 
dustrial states, and then "ad wc head

South Dakota" arc slates where the 
Democrat hopes to show strength.

Both -campaigns, 
spent nearly $1 million apiece on 
competing lulf-hour appeals on net- 
work television, and the vice presi- 
dent also aired a now five-mlnutc 
commercial that sharply attacked 
his Democratic rival. 

'It's in the hands of the gods and 
tho American people," the vicc,prcai-_ . 
dent said before heading for Houston . 
and tho final rally of his candidacy.

If Gorbachev's reforms do not succeed, he 
warned, "Internal failure could be accompa- 
nied by external expansion. For the preser- 
vation of the system, expansion would be a 
necessity. ... It wouid be a catastrophe from 
which would arise a great threat to all hu- 
manity." 

Sakharov spoke through q. translator at a 
two-hour^ news conforcncc promoting the In- 
tcriutional Foundation for the Survival and

New estimate says atom-smasher's 
price tag may climb to $6.4 billion 


Doomsayers try to find ways 
to educate world oh warmings 


WASHINGTON —The Reagan ad-. 
rhinistrotion's most ambitious civil- 
ian scientific project, a gigantic 
atom smasher called the Supercon- 
ducting Supercollider, may cost 
nearly 50 percent more than the $4.4 
billion estimated by the Department 
of Energy, according to o new study 
by the Congressional Budget Office. 

The project that President Reagan 
has called a "doorway ... to a new 
world" also risks draining money 
from other areas of basic research, 
the congressional study sai3. It not- 
ed that the federal rescai;ch budget 
is aircody so tight that the National 
Institutes of Health manages to fund 


lions for biomedical studies it con- 
siders worthy of support. 

The Congressional Budget Office, 
said that if the cost of the supercol- 
lider follows the pattern set by the 
tost two, much smaller particle ac- 
celerators built by the Department 
of Energy in recent years, the price 
tag could be expected to rise by os 
much 46 percent to S6.4 billion. 


Even at its officially estimated 
cost, the report noted, the project 
would consume 7 percent of the en- 
tire federal budget for basic re- 
scorch ot the current level for half a^ 
decade and double the proportion 
now spent on high-energy physics. 


iSheapcsl alternative — besides sim- 
jily postponing the project — would 
be to join CERN, the European nu- 
clear research organization based in 
Geneva, in building iU own next-gen- 
eration machine, the Large Hadron 
Accclorstor. 

Both the cost and the power of this 
accelerator would be about one-third 
of the supercoilidcr's.

CHARLESTON, W.Va. (AP) - 
Gov. Arch Moore, fighting for his job 
against long odds, spent the last few 
days Ica^ng up to Tuesday's election 
against Democrat Gaston Caperton 
trying to turn the focus away from 
West Virginia's sagging economy. 

Caperton, a wealthy insurance ex- 
ecutive in his first bid for office, has 
billed the election as a rcrcrcndum 
on the fhree-torm governor's man- 
agement and the state's finances.

U.S. Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion Service officials expect about 1.5 
million of the 1.8 million non-agricul- 
Uiral amnesty applicants to apply 
for permanent residency. Most arc 
from Latin America. 

Permanent resident status brings 
a person a so-called green card — 
they've actually been wWte since 
1976 _ which allows. them to leave 
and enter the country at will and to 


eventually apply for citizenship. 

Amnesty recipients who apply for 
pormanent residency must either 
toko .'a 60-hour EngKsh and civics 
class from an INS-certificd sctool or 
pass an oral and written test similar

All have to pay ah application fee 
of a person or a'lnaximum $240 
for a family. They have a year to ap- 
ply. 

While many illegal immigrants 
stood in long lines to apply for 
amnesty, there were no lines Mon- 
day.

the principle, he said. 

"Everybody, if they think they can 
benefit, should look into it," he said. 

A borrower who receives a Icller 
olTcring loon rcservidng has 45 days 
to respond. A borrower who fails to 
respon d will be asked to pay IQQ per- 
ccnt‘"br his loan immediately and a 
foreclosure action will begin. 

Borrowers who nsk for loan servic- 
ing will first fill out information in- 
cluding expected ricMS’ operating 
needs, standard ofliving, chattel and 
real estate debts that will be fed into 
a cash flow fonnula by FmHA. 

PmHA can take several measures 
to help the borrowers stay on the 
form: the debt may be rescheduled or 
reamortized, the interest rate may 
be reduced or o portion of the debt 
may b^written olT. 

Farmers should be aware of creat- 
ing taxable situations, said Dick Par- 
rott. a*' Hollistcr-arca farmer and 
member of the Idaho Family Farm 
Hotline. If, for example, a former 
gets $30,000 of debt written olT, that 
may look like ^0.000 of taxable in- 
come to tlic IRS. FmHA will not 
watch 'for those things, the farmer 
must, Robbins agreed. 

■Dveryone has a difrerent set of 
circumstances," Lee Robison, FmHA 
district director told- the group of ap- 
proximately 40 farmers, lawyers ond 
bankers who attended. "So don't say, 
'The neighbor got this and this. How 
come I didn't?"' 

If a workable cash-flow plan still 
isn't possible, then mediation will bo 
tried.

The government would like to 
try to minimize its losses however. ' 

If mediation fails, then a scries of 
"preservation servicing loan pro- 
grams" will be oflered. One proi 
’allows the iarmers to lease his larm 
from FmHA at a reasonable rote 
with the option to buy it back after 
several years. Another program al- 
lows the farmers to buy his house 
ond up to 10 ocrcs, while selling off 
the rest A borrower may also opt to 
pay off his loan ot a reduced rate for 
cash; . 

If the current owner doesn't want 
the land or chattel anymore, a farm- 
ing relative must be given the first 
option to take it over.

While much of the decline in 
September was traecd to weak outo 
safes, economists said that the pat- 
tern of the past several months 
showed that consumers had grown

LONDON — Tho ruins of a costlc 
owned by generations of a Scottish 
Kennedy family could have been 
King Arthur's Camelot, a genealo- 
gist said Monday. 

Grccnan CasUo, high on the Ayr- 
shire cliffs of southwest Scotland, 
was built on the site of a 6lh century 
fort that "matches almost exactly" 
the description and location of a 
fortress in Arthurian legend, said 
Harold Brooks-BokCr. 

Although tho story of King Arthur 
and his court at Camolot aro logond, 
historians bolievc there probably 
was a Jritish ruler named Arthur 
who fought Saxon invaders from 
■Whal'lB'nowthe'Nethcrlandff-and'thc- 
north Gorman coast. The shadowy 
figuro was embellished by story- 
tellers into a chivalrous hero, slayer 
of monsters, loader of the Knights of 
the Round ’Table and seeker of the 
Holy Grail. 

Brooks-Bakcr, publishing director 
of Burke's Peerage, said re- 
searchers lutd discovered the castle 
site was a key military post for King 
Arthur and his knights. 

They made the discovery, he said, 
while carrying out reseorch to prove 


that the medieval Scottish barony of 
Greonan is an active title of nobility. 

Normo L.,Goodrich of Claremont, 
Calif., a specialist in Arthuriana, 
carried out separate resoarch into 
the fort's history and believed it was 
one of-Arthur's six castlos and "the 
most important one from a military 
point of view," Brooks-Bakcr said. 

He quoted- her os saying: "It was 
the custom of tho king to refer to ^ 
castle he was using at the time as 
'Camelot.' ... In my opinion, 
Grccnnn was ono of King Arthur's 
forts." 

Tho seventh marquess of Ailsa, 
Archibald. David Kennedy, wants to . 
soil the barony, including tho casUc 
'sitcj'-to somel^y who will allow the - 
historical research to continue," 
Brooks-Baker said. 

The title of baron is tied to owner- 
ship of the land and not to a blood 
lineage, he said; adding there was 
likely to be a blood Uc between the 
Scottish Kennedys and the Irish 
Kennedy family from whom the lato 
U.S. President John F. Kennedy was 
descended. JFK's term often was re- 
ferred to as "Camelot." 

"Wc'rc trying to establish a blood 
relationship," Brooks-Bakcr said.

SALEM, Ore. — A woman who 
became an undercover agent for six 
weeks to try to free her grown 
daughters from the grip of drug de- 
pendence also helped break up a ma- 
jor mcthamphctaminc operation, au-

The 44-ycar-old bartender, who 
asked to be identified only as Pat, 
aided in the arrcst.s of two of the five 
men taken into custody Wednesday, 
said Police Chief Jim Harper of 
ncarby'Datlas.
